One of the first recom m endations by the R ea­ 
gan adm inistration has pu t Californians in an 
academ ic tizzy . 
It is to stop tu ition-free higher edu cation in the 
s ta te ’s ev er-ex panding colleges and u niv ersities. 
The reason is obv iou s. 
The colleges and u niv ersities spend abou t $2 
m illion a day . The state is being asked to add 
free higher edu cation for abou t 10,000 additional 
stu dents a y ear. 
The R eagan adm inistration doesn’t think the 
state owes the m ore than 200,000 stu dents al­ 
ready enrolled a tu ition-free edu cation. It pro­ 
poses. therefore, that they be asked to pay $400 
tow ard the cost of their edu cation. 
This wou ld be only a token pay m ent, bu t it 
wou ld stabilize the ou tlay for higher edu cation. 
Not only wou ld it defray part of the cost of pro­ 
v iding edu cation facilities for stu dents already 
enrolled. It wou ld cool off the ardor of border­ 
line stu dents who wou ld think twice if they had 
to pay . 


It wou ld work no hardship on the walthy . It 
wou ld 
fu rnish 
m otiv ation 
for 
stu dents 
from 
m iddle-income fam ilies. Needy stu dents, it is 
pointed ou t, cou ld be helped by the tu ition pay ­ 
m ents of those able to pay . 
E du cators will w atch the ou tcome of the R ea­ 
gan adm inistration's mov e. 
They will w atch the ou tcome of a sim ilarly 
significant mov e in Ohio, where Sen. Ralph S. 


Regu la. R-29 N av arre. Stark, is pro po sing a slid­ 
ing scale of state grants for students who enro ll 
in Ohio’s v olu ntary colleges and u niv ersities. 
Pu rpose of the Regu la plan is twofold —- to 
help needy stu dents while helping v olu ntary 
schools get a fair share of stu dents who other­ 
wise wou ld enroll in state-su pported schools. 
Sen. Regu la points ou t it costs $7 00 a y ear for 
each stu dent in a state u niv ersity , plu s a $5 00 
ou tlay per stu dent for capital im prov em ents. It 
wou ld be cheaper for the state, he reasons, to 
div ert stu dents into v olu ntary schools. 
We wish he also wou ld figu re ou t ho w much 
cou ld be sav ed if only needy students had tha 
option of pay ing nominal tu ition in tax -su pported 
schools and all others were to pay acco rding to 
their m eans. 


Safety First

Children are children and their in- 
ate cu riosity som etim es leads them to a fate­ 
fu l trap. 


They'd Take I t From There 


T hat mischiev ou s arrangem ent for div erting 
income tax rev enu e into political party coffers 
shou ld he repealed im m ediately . 
W hatev er effect it cou ld hav e on income tax 
pay m ents this y ear shou ld be nu llified by su ita­ 
ble legislation. 


This is a prim e ex am ple of a good intention 
gone wrong. 


The intention was to take control of political 
parties aw ay from prov erbial fat cats who pu t 
u p big money . 


The theory was that if tax pay ers steered a 


dollar apiece into party treasu ries they wou ld 


assert them selv es as the prim e contribu tors. 
It takes only an ordinary am ou nt o f skepticism 
to see w hat wou ld happen. If tax pay ers in the 
m ass cou ld be conned into div erting income tax 
money to political parties, realists who know the 
w ay s of the world wou ld still solicit fat cats for 
the ex tra fu nds that wou ld m ake the difference 
in a tight contest. And the cats still wou ld ex ­ 
pect som ething for their money . 


Political costs wou ld zoom. C am paign m anag­ 
ers wou ld be money -happy . They nev er wou ld 
hav e had it so good. They cou ld afford to bu y 
prim e telev ision tim e for a whole y ear before 


Election Day . They cou ld hire platoons of pretty 
girls and bu ild u p cam paign personalities for 
photogenic nonentities. They cou ld afford the 
m ost ex pensiv e ad agencies. 
With as m u ch as $30 million for each party to 
play with, the realists and fat cats wou ld take it 
from there and stage an election bash to make 
ev ery thing which has gon$ before look like the 
v ote fo r football qu een in a cow college.

Powell In Power Play

WASHINGTON — It was Othello, or perhaps 
Adam Clay ton Powell, who m u rm u red: “ I u n­ 
derstand a fu ry in y ou r words bu t not y ou r 
w ords.” Those close to him know that he scarce­ 
ly has listened to the “ Adam 
s m a s h e r s ” these last few 
weeks. 
F or he knows that he has 
all too su av ely worked him ­ 
self inescapably into the m idst 
of a power play still u ndetect­ 
ed by the pu blic. 
Forget for a m om ent the 
play boy 's clu b with which he 
has sw atted all com ers. F or­ 
get Bimini and the congres­ 
sional horseplay . 
Look rath er for the real cau se, which lies deep 
in the last Congress. There y ou will find a report 
by a Joint Com m ittee on the Reorganization of 
Congress. 


One of its forgotten recom m endations u rged 
that the Hou se Com mittee on Edu cation and L a­ 
bor be cu t in two — one for Edu cation and one 
for Labor. 


Powell howled. He had not assu m ed the big 
com m ittee chairm anship — throu gh which pass­ 
es som e 40 per cent of the nation’s social legisla­ 
tion — m erely to see its em pire liqu idated. 


Powell did what comes natu rally . He charged 
preju dice. He asserted that It was a racist plot. 
He av erred that there wou ld be no su ch mov e if 
he w ere not Negro.

Had Rev . Powell rem ained as chairm an, he

Thu s he had powerfu l enem ies - liberals, con­ 
serv ativ es and m ost im portant, the labor mov e­ 
m ent. V irtu ally no one in the Congress wanted 
him in com m and of the delu ge of mu ltibillion 
dollar legislation affecting all bu t a handfu l of 
herm it* som ewhere. 


He knew this. And as thou gh he were emoting 
from a Cole Porter-N oel Coward script, he 
du bbed AFL-GIO president George Meany a

M ay be it's not "reactionary ” to go back 
m ore than six decades and resu rrect an idea. 


Congress, u nder President Theodore Roosev elt, 
enacted a law in 1903 creating the D epartm ent 
of Com merce and Labor. Ten y ears later, it was 
split into two departm ents. 
Now, apparently , ex perience has prov ed a 
wise teacher. President Johnson has recom ­ 
m ended that the two departm ents no longer be 
independent of each other. 
This might seem at first to be m erely a m eans 
of abolishing a sy stem in which the secretary of 
com m erce has su pposedly been the champion of 
bu siness, while the secretary of labor has es­ 
pou sed the cau se of u nion labor 
The change, howev er, cou ld be constru ctiv e, 
prov ided Mr. Johnson does not appoint as the 
head of the new departm ent someone who feels 
it is his du ty to keep an ey e on the big labor 
v ote which has in recent y ears sou ght to control 
the gov ernment. 
Obv iou sly , Mr. Johnson cou ld not appoint a 
partisan of big bu siness as the new secretary o 
the consolidated departm ent and ex pect to retain 
labor’s su pport. 
As a practical m atter, the ties with both bu si­ 
ness and labor will not be diminished, for the 
President u ndou btedly will appoint one u ndersec­ 
retary of the new departm ent who is friendly to 
labor and another u ndersecretary who is a bu si­ 
nessm an. 


CONFIDENCE in the D epartm ent of Labor 
among bu sinessm en has been sinking rapidly in 
recent y ears becau se secretaries of labor hav e 
felt they were obliged to be ex ponents of the 
labor point of v iew. 
The secretary of com m erce, on the othei 
hand, has not u ndertaken in any adm inistra­ 
tion to act as a special representativ e of bu s, 
ness. 
In fact, a few je a rs ago. the secretary of com ­ 
m erce—perhaps u nder pressu re from the Presi 
dent—broke all ties with the Bu siness Adv isory 
Cou ncil, a grou p of top bu sinessm en of the coco 
try which had had a semi-official statu s. It wa> 
decided that the secretary of com m erce shou ld 
not appear in any closed sessions of the grou p 


Bu sinessm en hav e been u nhappy ov er the lack 
of interest which v ariou s secretaries of com ­ 
m erce hav e shown in bu siness problem s as a 
whole. The President's Cou ncil of Economic Ad­ 
v isers, which operates in the White Hou se ex ecu ­ 
tiv e office, has had more power in making poli­ 
cy that affects the welfare of bu siness than any 
secretary of labor or com m erce has ev er ex ert­ 
ed. 
It wou ld be healthy if the new secretary of 
com m erce and labor dev oted himself to a stu dy 
of the broad u npact of legislation and gov ern­ 
m ent regu lations on the progress of American 
bu siness. 
Today , for instance, it is the D epartm ent of 
Ju stice which really regu lates American bu si­ 
ness, insofar as m ergers are concerned. 
The Su prem e Cou rt takes a hand. too. so that, 
when two chain stores—which together hav e 
only 
8 
per 
cent of a 
city ’s bu siness—are 
forbidden by the D epartm ent of Ju stice to 
m erge, this has been u pheld by the Su preme 
Cou rt. 


IT IS SIGNIFICANT that the secretary of 
com m erce, John D. Connor, and W 
Willard 
Wirtz, the secretary of labor, both endorsed the 
new plan for a consolidation of the two depart­ 
m ents. 


Mr. Connor has not been happy in his job. Mr. 
Wirtz has taken an activ e part in labor dispu te* 
and has from tim e to tu ne ex pressed himself 
em phatically against m anagem ent and on the 
side of labor. 
Neither the D epartm ent of Commerce nor the 
D epartm ent of Labor has been perform ing fu nc­ 
tions as u sefu l as wou ld be the case if the su b­ 
serv ience to politics and pressu re grou ps were 
elim inated. If the secretary of the new d e­ 
partm ent were to take a detached v iewpoint of 
the nu m erou s controv ersies that ari-e from y ear 
to y ear in the field of com m erce and labor, the 
plan cou ld work ou t. 
If it didn’t, Congress cou ld alw ay s pass a law 
setting u p two separate departm ents again.

— lack of incentive and teeh-
